Compensation when working 
on a holiday? 

For the HORECA .-the casino 
and continuous sector, a holiday 
can be a normal working day. 
In case an employee is sched¬ 
uled to work on a holiday, he 
has the right for a 200% salary 


compensation. 11 he has to work 
overtime (lor the HOREC A 
and casino sector 9 hours, for 
toe continuous sector S hours) 
then he has the right of a 250% 
overtime salary pay. 

For shift workers, it is allowed 
to schedule an employee to work 
6 of the II hoi id ays. according 
to the official list announced 
by the Department of Labor 
— DAO - Director on January 
1. 2014. The employee has the 
right ot a 200% salary pay. It 
that employee lias worked more 
than his 3 regular hours then he 
has tlie right to a 250% overtime 
salary pay. 

For other sectors (i.e. super¬ 
markets and business in gen¬ 
era l) r he ho 1 1 d ay s a re c o n sidered 
an oil day. 11 an employee has to 
work oh a holiday, it is consid¬ 
ered overtime and the employee 
has the right of a 250% overtime 
salary pay.

who do not speak the 
language are required 
to learn it 

Those who refuse to 
learn Dutch will itu¬ 
rned] ate lv have a 20% 
cut on their social as¬ 
sistance, l£ after six 
months, the applicant 
still has still made no 
progress, the cut will 
be 40%, and after a 
year he will lose his 
benefit completely.

WASHINGTON (AFT?} - Whaf&App now has 500 million regular, active users 
around the world, the free mobile messaging service being acquired by Facebook 
said. That is up from an estimated 450 million as of late February, as the service’s 
reach expanded rapidly in countries including Brazil, India, Mexico, and Russia. 
WhatsApp said Tuesday on its blog that its users are also sharing more than 700 
million photos and 100 million videos a day. Facebook founder Mark Zuc kerb erg 
announced in February that his social network is acquiring WhatsApp tor #19 bil¬ 
lion. The stock and cash purchase marries WhatsApp’s steadily growing user base 
with Facebook’s 1.2 billion active users.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - An independent Syrian lawmaker registered Wednesday as the first 
challenger in a June presidential election widely expected" to return incumbent Bashar 
al-Assad to power despite a raging civil war. Assad's government hit back at a torrent ot 
international criticism ot its decision to call the election despite the violence that has killed 
more than 150,000 people in three year, insisting it was its sovereign right to do so. Assad 
in as yet to declare his own candidacy but he is widely expected to stand and win a new sev¬ 
en-year term. The authorities have not spelt out how they plan to hold a credible election 
with as much as 60 percent ot Syria’s territory and 40 percent ot its population outside their 
control, according to French geographer Fab rice B alone he. But that did not stop indepen¬ 
dent lawmaker and former communist Maher Hajjar, a member ot the regime-tolerated 
opposition, from registering his candidacy with the constitutional court, Born in the main 
northern city of Aleppo in 1968, Hajjar was a member of the Syrian Communist Party 
until 2000, when he joined the Popular Will party ofQadri Jamil, state television said. Jamil 
served as deputy foreign minister until October 2015 when Assad fired him and he moved 
to Moscow. Hajjar 1 'took part in the peaceful, popular movement at the start of the crisis,” 
the state broadcaster said referring to Arab Spring-inspired demonstrations against Assad’s 
rule that erupted m March 2011. The protests quickly escalated into ah armed uprising ih 
the lace of a deadly crackdown by Assad loyalists, triggering a descent into civil war, As 
he hied his registration papers, Ha||ar said he hoped to obtain the support o f the 35 tel low 
members of the 250 -member parliament he needs tor Bis candidacy to be approved. It will 
Lie the first presidential election organised by the regime — previously a referendum was 
held on a single candidate but that system was replaced by ah amendment to the consti¬ 
tution, Election rules require candidates to have lived in ^yrta for the past decade, effec¬ 
tive .y preventing key opposition figures in exile from standing. The Syrian opposition has 
slammed the planned election as a L< farce” while the United Nations and the Arab League 
nave warned it will deal a heavy blow to efforts to broker a negotiated peace.

"The answer couldn’t be 
simpler: because it’s a far 
better, richer, and more 
honest reflection ot who 
I am and always have 
been — a woman named 
Chelsea," Manning said. 

Manning has asked 
authorities for medi¬ 
cal treatment, including 
hormonal replacement 
therapy, for her gender 
identity disorder. But 
the military maintains it 
does not provide for such 
Treatment. Manning was 
convicted in August 2013 
on espionage charges and 
other offenses for pass¬ 
ing along 700,000 secret 
documents, including 
diplomatic cables and 
military intelligence 
files, to WikiLeaks in 
the largest-scale leak in 
US history. A US Army 
general denied clemency 
to Manning last week, 
upholding the 35-year 
sentence.

Scientists reverse memory 
loss in mice with 
Alzheimer’s 


MADRID (AFP) - Span¬ 
ish scientists have for the 
first time used gene therapy 
to reverse memory loss in 
mice with Alzheimer's, an 
advance that could lead to 
new drugs to treat the dis¬ 
ease. they said Wednesday 
T he An tonoinou s Uni¬ 
versity of Barcelona team 
injected a gene which 
causes the production of a 
protein that is Blocked in 
patients with Alzheimer’s 
into cite hippocampus — a 
region of the bn an essen¬ 
tial to memory' processing 
— in mice that were in the 
initial stages of the disease, 
“The protein that was re¬ 
instated by the gen e t herapy 
triggers the signals needed 
to activate the genes in¬ 
volved in long-term mem¬ 
ory consolidation, 1 ’ the uni¬ 
versity said in a statement. 

Gene therapy involves 
transplanting genes into a 
patient's cells to correct an 


otherwise incurable disease 
caused by a failure of one or 
another gene. 

“The nope is that this 
study could lead to the de- 
ve lop luent ot p la ar m a c eu - 
ticaf drugs that can acti¬ 
vate these genes in humans 
and allow For the recovery 

of memory,” the head of 
the research team, Carlos 
Santa, told AFE 

Alzheimer s, caused by 
toxic proteins that de¬ 
stroy brain cells, is the 
most common form of 
dementia. 

Worldwide, 35.6 mil¬ 
lion people snfter from 
die fatal degenerative 
disease, which is current¬ 
ly incurable, and there 
are 71 million new cases 
every year, according to

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Led Zeppelin unveil unheard recordings 

LONDON JAPD - Rock giants Led Zeppelin on Wednesday unveiled two previously unheard recordings ahead ol the re-issue o : the b ana’s first three 
albums in June. The two tracks — an early version ot their classic track “Whole Lotta Love ”, and a 1970 cover of blues standard “Keys to the Highway' 1 
— are among dozens at tracks which will be officially released along with the re-issued albums. Guitarist Jimmy Page. 70, chose the material after pains¬ 
takingly searching through the tracks, which have been stored in the band's archive tor decades. The band say the material will give fans a taste of their 
early studio sessions — the so on-to-be-released discs feature alternative versions ot songs, works in progress and live performances. Singer Robert Plant 
said: Hr was a pnrt |" u l-.rly prolih r t jme. where we were lear ning about each other’s capabilities.” He said when listening to the re-discovered tracks now, 
he was sometimes shocked by his younger self “My enthusiasm sometimes got in the way of finesse.” he said in a BBC interview. :i E listen to it and I go 
'wow. why didn’t I shut up a bit?'. “K eys to the High way/Trouble in Mind”, which will appear on the Led Zeppelin ’ll re-issue, was recorded in 1970 
but never released.. The early version o f “Whole Lott a Love” that will appear on the Led Zeppelin 11 compilation is significantly different from the final 
track. The original is missing the first chorus and middle section and new vocals and a slide guitar appear on the finis lied version. “You realise just how 
important all of those additional layers and the filigree work is,” Page said. Led Zeppelin broke up in 1980, but interest m the band remains intense. The 
surviving members reunited seven years ago for a conceit at London's 02 but Plant said the chances of the band performing live again were “zero’ 1 .

Pakistan raises $1.1 billion with 3G, 4G 
licence auction 


[ S L AM A E AD ' AF P) -Pakistan on Wed n e&d ay 
raised more than $1.1 billion i n its long-delayed 
auction, of next-generation telecommunications 
licences, snapped up by the country's tour exist¬ 
ing mobile network providers. Th e government 
sold oft four licences to provide 3G services, 
which allow broadband-speed internet on mobile 
phones, and one tor super fast 4G connections. 

The total is close to the $1.2 billion estimated 
for th e sale in the federal budget tor 2015-14 but 
below a bullish prediction of $2 billion made by 
Finance Minister Ishaq Dar in January. 

The government ot Prime Minister Nawaz 
Sharif was elected last year on a platform ot boost¬ 
ing Pakistan's floundering economy and minis¬ 
ters hope the licence sale wilt bring a boost by 
t mprovi n g c o m mu nic at ion s, 

Pak istan has more than 132 million mobile 
phone subscribers but has lagged behind its neigh¬ 
bours in setting up 5G, which is now the norm 
in many countries. 

Even Afghanistan, Pakistan’s far less developed 
western neighbour with a weaker economy and 
more fragile state, has had the technology since 
2012 . 

The successful bidders ior 3G services were 
Norway’s Telenor, Russian-owned Mobilink, 
Ufane, owned by the Pakistani government, and 
Zong — part of Chi na Mobi le. 

All four operators are already established players 
in the Pakistani mobile market. 

Zong also won one of two licences available for 
4G services. Th e second will be auctioned later. 

Sikanadar Naqt, a Zong advisor, told AFP the 
company would begin 3G services in the cities of 


Lahore and Karachi immediately. 

The final bids for the 3G licences totalled 
$902,82 million, while tlie 40 licence went to 
Zong for the reserve price of $210 million. 

Dar said the government would receive halt of 
the money up front and the rest in five annual 
installments. 

The chief executive of Moot link con¬ 
gratulated fellow bidders and the Pakistan 
Telecom mu neat ions Authority (PTA) on what 
he said had been a “transparent” process. 

"Alter this auction, not only 132 million sub¬ 
scribers but the whole Pakistani nation has taken 
the road of progress,'Rashid Khan said. 

A study by the UK-based Plum consultancy in 
August last year said 3G could boost Pakistan’s 
GDP by between 380 billion and 1,180 billion 
rupees ($3.8 billion to $11,8 billion) by 2020, 

Up to 900,000 extra jobs could be created and 
between 22? billion and 70 billion rupees in a ddi- 
tional tax revenue generated by 5G, the Plum 
report said. 

Cheap mobile phone telephony took Pakistan 
by storm in the early 2000s, but only 3.5 mil¬ 
lion people are signed up to broadband inter¬ 
net. according to PTA figures, offering a huge, 
untapped market tor faster web speeds. 

Information Technology Minister Anusha 
Rehmati hailed the auction as a boon for 
Pakistanis unable to a ftord computers and fixed- 
lined internet connections. 

But while many welcomed the long-awaited

Pujols became the 
first player in Major League Baseball history to smash his 499th and 500th 
homers in the same game. The 14-season veteran blasted a three-run homer 
off Jordan in the first inning and belted a two-run homer off him in the sixth 
to reach the landmark. Pujols, 34, became only the 26th player to reach 500 
homers and only the fourth to do so in his first 14 major league seasons, a list 
that also includes Willie Mays and two players who have admitted using per¬ 
formance-enhancing substances, Mark McGwire and Alex Rodriguez. 


BARCELONA (AFP) - Ralael Nadal began bis bid for a 
record ninth title at the Barcelona Open oh Wednesday with 
a 7-6 (7/2), 6-4 defeat of journeyman Albert Ramos with 
bis chances also boosted as four-time finalist David Ferrer 
crashed out. 

Nadal, tbe fop seed, put bis loss last week in the Monte 
Carlo quarter-finals to Ferrer out of bis mind ih a match last¬ 
ing just over two hours against compatriot Ramos in 1 battle 
oFleft-handers. 

Nadal's second-round win lifted bis record at tbe event to 
41-1, 

Nadal spent 64 minutes in claiming tbe opening set against 
Ramos, ranked 103, wbo also lost to Nadal here in a 2013 
quarter-final. 

Nadal found bis comfort zone in tbe second set to secure 
tbe win and a Thursday match against Croatian Ivan Dodtg, 
wbo hammered Spanish 13th seed Feliciano Lopez 6-1, 6-4, 

Ferrer. 32, lost 6-4, 6-2 to Russian Teimuraz Gabasbvib. 
Last season Ferrer was defeated at the same stage, going out 
to Dmitry Tursunov after losing a quartet ot finals to Nadal 
over tbe years m the Catalan capital. 

Gabashvih won the opening set in 44 minutes with a break 
in the final game, when Ferrer bit tbe net trying to return a 
forehand drive. 

The Spaniard was able to convert on only one of six break 
points in the opener as Ins opponent successfully defended.

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Football: FIFA suspends Barcelona transfer ban

Wednesday suspended a bah 
on Barcelona signing play¬ 
ers while the III d makes ah 
appeal against a 14-month 
transfer ban. 

World footballs govern¬ 
ing body, which imposed 
the sanction this month 
for breaching rules on the 
registration of minors, 
announced in a statement 
that the ban would be tem¬ 
porarily su sp eh d ed a I low i n g 
B arc a to si gh p [ aye r s d u ring 
the summer transfer window 


which opens on July 1. 

The Spanish champions 
are in desperate heed at ah 
overhau 1 in the sumhier 
transfer window after a dif¬ 
ficult season which is likely 
to see them miss out on a 
major trophy for the first 
time in six years. 

Replacements are primar- 
i ly need e d t o r go a 1 keep e r 
Victor Valdes and club c ap- 
tain Carles Puyol who have 
both announced their inten¬ 
tion to leave the club at the 
end otthe current campaign. 


Barcelona has appealed 
against what would oe a 
dramatic restriction on its 
operations and asked tor the 
sanction to be suspended, 
the FIFA statement said. 

FIFA Appeal Committee 
chairman Larry Muss end en 
agreed that the appeal meant 
the bah shou Id be suspended.

FJFAs disciplinary com¬ 
mittee imposed the transfer 
ban on April 2 after finding 
Barcelona guilty of “serious'' 
breaches ot rules oh under¬ 
age players. 

It also tilled the Spanish 
Football Association fRFEF) 
for allowing the deals. 

The Spanish champions 
were given 90 days to reg- 
u lanse the situation of 10 
minor players. 

Barcelona president [osep 
Maria Bart omen described 
the ban as a “grave injustice' 1 
and insisted the club intend 
to make moves in the trans¬ 
fer market this summer. 

Th ere are two transfer 
windows in the 14 month 
ban, one starting in July 
and running to the start of 
the new Spanish season. The 
second would be in January 
2015. 

In 2010, FIFA imposed 
a similar transfer window 
ban against Chelsea over the 
signing of French youngster 
Gael Kakuta. It was over¬ 
turned after Chelsea reached 
an agreement with the play¬ 
er's former club Lens.
